Perhaps, in the begin- 
ning, they were only plants, but 
as the years have gone by, the as- 
gociations of a lifetime have clus- 
tered around it, until the garden 
has become a secret shrine. So let 
us plant, not just for to-day, but 
for the years to come, that our 
gardens may become a very real 
part of. our lives. Let us make our 
houses, homes, not mere transient 
camps.

Depoaitors with a daily balance 
of $400 to $499 are entitled to is 
sue 25 checks and withdrawal re- 
ceipts without cost; $300 to $899 
has the privilege of 20 checks; 
$200 to 3299 the depositors is 
privileged to issue 15 checks, and 
for accounts from $100 to 3199 
the number of checks to be iesued 
without charge is 10. 

Accounts under $100 are to be 
subject to a $1 monthly charge 
and the customer has the privilege 
of issuing 15 checks or withdrawal 
receipts a month. 

The new system is one which 
many other banks have adopted 
because of the expense of carry- 
ing accounts which show a loss In 
handling and if an account which 
carries a $600 or more daily bal- 
;| ance is shown to be a losing prop- 
osition, after analysis, then a de- 
positor would be so informed and 
the amount believed suitable for 
handling such accounts would be 
charged. 

Some of the other regulations 
which have been adopted by the 
association are as follows: A min- 
imum charge of 50 cents will be 
made for each check presented 
against insufficient or uncollected 
balances: a minimum discount 
charge of $1 will be made on each 
Joan or renewal; a charge of $1 
will be made in all instances where 
notes are liquidated at maturity; 
uniform exchange charges for 
cashing checks by non-depositors 
and fees for drafts, cashiers’ 
checks or treasurer’s checks have 
been adopted.
